SUBSTITUTES 
FOR FOOD: » 


‘Tokyo, June 9.- 

The Japanese Research 
Laboratory is now work- 
ing on food substitutes in 
a food research program- 
me in Saita Prefecture. 
It recently came up with 
two new ideas, the Kyodo 
News. Agency reported 


today. ; 

One is bread made of dried 
bamboo lenves - mixed 
wheat or potty fluur, The 
other is a substitute for soy 
bean sauce, made of dried cric- 
kets, beetles or butterfites. 

The researcher, the news 
agency said, stated that the 
sauce made from crickets — by 
boiling them, sun-drying them 
and processing them — makes a 
sauce from which other ersatz 
snuces on the market can hardly 
be distinguished. -—— Associated 
Press,
